ELM  (Ulmus) 

AMERICAN  WHITE  ELM  (Americana).  A 
noble  native  tree  of  large  size,  wide  spread- 
ing head  and  graceful  drooping  branches. 
The  American  Elm  is,  without  doubt,  the 
stateliest  tree  grown  in  this  country.  It  usu- 
ally assumes  a high,  upright  spreading  form, 
producing  a shade  that  is  not  too  dense  for 
either  lawn  or  street  purposes.  As  a street 
tree  it  combines  more  desirable  qualities  than 


any  other  kind.  The  elm  adds  dignity  to  any  landscape,  and  is  by  far  the 
most  beautiful  native  tree  for  all  purposes. 

Bailey,  in  his  Cyclopedia  of  Horticulture,  says  of  the  elm ; " It  is  the  most 

characteristic  tree  of  this  region  and  of  characteristic  beauty.  Its  habit  is  at 
once  majestic  and  graceful,  and  the  wide-spreading  head,  borne  usually  on  a 
straight  and  shapely  trunk,  affords  ample  shade  and  shelter.”

NORWAY  MAPLE  (Platanoides,  Hard  Maple).  Large  handsome  tree,  with 
broad,  deep  green,  shining  foliage.  Very  desirable  for  street,  park  or  lawns. 
This  variety  makes  best  head,  is  of  the  deepest,  coolest  green,  and  furnishes 
the  best  shade  of  the  entire  list  of  good  trees.  It  is  a slower  grower  than  the 
Soft  Maples,  Sycamores  or  Poplars,  but  is  worth  waiting  for.  Valuable  for 
city  conditions.

ASH  LEAF  MAPLE  (Negundo,  Box  Elder). 
A fine  rapid-growing  variety,  with  handsome 
light  green  foliage  and  spreading  head;  very 
hardy,  desirable  for  street  planting,  and  suc- 
ceeds in  many  sections  where  other  varieties 
do  not  thrive.
